*Tis true @ Thomas in-the forecited place, makes a 
Diftin@ion between Infidels. who never made Profeffion 
of the Chriftian Faith, fach as Pagans and Jews ; and 
Infidels, who have receiv’d the Faith, and promis’d to, 
keep it, fuch as Hereticks.apd Apoftates : He condemns 
Borce with regard to the former, and approves it with 

d to the latter, But this cannot be applied tothe 
Proteftants of France, who were a Church feparate 
frem that of Rome, and had their Minifters, publick 
Affemblies, Confiftories, and provincial and national Sy- 
mods; all by Virtue of a publick Law. 

On this Argument fomething very peculiar with res 

tothe Proteftants of France may be alledg’d, and 

is the general Opinion of the Clergy of the fame 
Kingdom. hich. Opinion is declar'd in a Remon- 
ftrance made in the Name of a general Affembly of that 
Clergy, and deliver‘d at their Head by M. Cornullier 
Bifhop of Rennes to Louis XIII.

‘does not cait down his Thunder, nor_fend a 
* Deluge on the Earth, to punith the infinite Multi 
“of Sinners. As Faith is a Beam of his divine Light, 
‘"tis a Gift of his meer Grace: Therefore Perfwation 
‘ought to be employ’d, not Compulfion ; Prayers to 
Ged, not Arms; good not Edits; Exe 
hortations, not Menaces: No King has Dominion 
* the Mind, its Motions are as quick and ungoverna’ 

* as Flames of Fire. It hardens it felf againft Violence, 
‘takes a contrary Bent from what is offer’d to be im- 
ee on it, and pufhes on to all Extremities. France 
‘has always condemn’d the Inquifition ; its Name 
‘ gives an Impreflion of Horrour ; and befides, ic 
‘only to make Hypocrites. 

M. Amelot de la Houllaye agrees in this Opinion. 
‘Religion fays he, is like Love, mon imperatur ; Com- 
* mand can do nothing in it, Conftraine ftill lefs ; no. 
“thing more independant and uncontrollable thari_ te 
Jove, and to believe. (h) 

The latter Edi€ts and Declarations*of the King of 
France, forbidding the Proteftants to leave the Kingdom 
and retire elfewhere, refer co an Edi@ publith’d in Aus 
guit 1669, which prohibits: all his. Subje&ts of whan 
Quality or Condition foever, to retire out of the King- 
dom to fettle themfelves without his. Leave in forreign 
Countries, by Marriage, Acquifition.of Eftates, and re- 
moving their Families and Goods there to fix their Ha- 
bitation, on the Penalty of Imprifonment and Confifca- 
tion. 
But that Edi& is derogatory to natural Liberty, which 

its Mento c their Cougtry. The ee Law 
fi) is exprefs and pofitive in this Cafe, freely allowi 
every one to chufe his Abode where he thinks fit; a 
Cicero in his Oration for Cornelius Balbus extolls that 
Freedom in magnificent Terms. *Tis according to be 
Laws of Nature and Nations, as is prov'd by the mo 
celebrated Authors (k) that have written on this Sub- 
je&. But’tis needlefs to fpend Arguments againft that 

i&: "Tis fufficient to thew, that it does not at all 
affe&t the French Proteftants: For it neceflarily pres
